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In  remembering,  let  no  one  say  1972-73  was  a  rou- 
tine ride  around  the  sun.  The  politics  of  people  and 
the  people  of  politics,  along  with  education,  medi- 
cine, athletics,  religion,  cosmic  probes  —  even  the 
weather  —  spent  the  year  in  the  headlines. 

"72-'73  in  Rockingham  County:  two  disasters.  A 
flood  which  trailblazed  its  way  across  the  eastern 
United  States  blotted  out  lives  and  livelihoods  in  the 
western  portion  of  the  county.  Inflicting  damages  in 
excess  of  one  million  dollars,  the  wind  and  waters  left 
much  of  the  county  a  gutted  grave  for  railroad  tracks 
and  telephone  wires.  ^ 

A  proposed  bond  to  meet  the  capital  needs  of 
Rockingham  Community  College  was  rejected  by 
voters  on  June  10.  Less  than  15  per  cent  of  the 
county's  registered  voters  participated  in  the  decision 
whose  impact  will  extend  beyond  this  decade. 


Bruised  from  and  tired  of  brooding  over  the 
subtleties  of  a  long  and  polite  cultural  oppres- 
sion, women  sought  legal  and  social  recognition 
of  their  birthrights  as  citizens. 


More  tired  of  church  than  of  God,  more  weary  of  spiritual  atrophy 
than  exertion,  manv  pursued  fellowship  rather  than  tradition  and 
sought  salvation  rather  than  a  superstar. 
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For  the  first  time.  18-year-olds  voted  in  a  national 
election.  Defying  prophecies  of  a  united  political 
front  among  the  youth,  these  voting  initiates  proved 
themselves  as  fragmented  in  political  and  social 
philosophies  as  their  parents. 

The  expression  of  varied  values  did  not  always 
come  through  established  mediums  of  com- 
munication. There  were  times  when  elections,  board 
investigations,  court  reports,  and  even  crying  out 
loud  in  the  streets  failed  to  articulate  the  pain  and 
gross  confusion  which  have  multiplied  in  communi- 
ties given  over  to  anger. 

There  were  times  when  anger  exploded  into  gun- 
fire and  desperation  reigned  over  reason.  And 
always,  these  times  were  followed  by  more  cr\ing  out 
loud  in  the  streets. 
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Our  common  memorv'  of  presidents  is  noisy  with  the  clamor  of  coast-to-coast  campaigns,  the  din  of  parades  and 
pageantry,  the  music  of  inaugural  balls.  Our  corporate  memory  of  presidents  is  deafening  with  the  blare  of  news 
bulletins,  the  chatter  of  commentators,  and  the  never-ending  drone  of  supper-table  analysts.

But.  like  the  princess  who  felt  a  pea  beneath  forty  mattresses  on  her  bed.  we  remember  sifting  through  all  the 
noise  of  politics,  listening  for  that  quietest,  most  important  sound,  a  human  heartbeat. 

In  mid-winter,  we.  the  people,  buried  two  former  Presidents,  Harry  Truman  and  Lyndon  Johnson. 

We  are  always  the  pallbearers  at  the  funerals  of  our  Presidents.  We  have  some  unadmitted  need  to  stand  beside 
their  open  graves,  to  touch  the  folded  flags  which  marked  them  ours. 

The  need?  It  stems  from  having  lived  with  them.  It  moves  out  of  a  desire  to  say  something  though  our  words 
would  not  be  heard.  It  grows  from  a  subtle  fear  of  having  had  some  part  in  those  men's  deaths. 

Like  pauses  in  one  long  sentence,  the  stilled  heartbeats  of  our  Presidents  prod  us  to  ponder  where  we  have  been 
and  where  we  are  going  in  our  search  for  peace.

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"Every  dream  has  its  beginning.  It  would  be  impossible 
to  state  the  very  first  date  that  the  college  idea  was  con- 
ceived in  Rockingham  County.  Those  of  us  now  serving  as 
Trustees  know  that  in  the  mind  1950"s,  the  need  was  more 
than  apparent  and  that  a  way  was  being  actively  sought. 

"The  way  was  found  when  the  Community  College  Act  of 
1963  was  passed;  North  Carolina  had  a  basis  for  a  system  of 
conmiunitv  colleges.  This  svstem  encompassed  not  only  the 
college  parallel  and  related  adult  work  of  junior  colleges 
but  the  technical  and  vocational  and  related  work  of  the 
states  industrial  education  centers. 

"Rockingham  Countv  made  its  bid  to  the  State  Board  of 
Education  in  July,  1963.   The  bid  was  given  tentative   ap- 


proval by  the  Board,  subject  to  the  county  bond  and  tax 
election  for  support  of  the  college.  The  issue  was  passed  on 
November  19,  1963.  With  this  a  Board  of  Trustees  was  ap- 
pointed. 

"The  Board  completed  three  intitial  tasks:  they  selected 
a  President,  they  selected  a  site,  they  selected  an  architect. 
Then  they  let  contract  for  the  first  four  buildings  in 
December,  1965. 

"Students  entered  these  four  buildings  for  the  first  time 
in  September.  1966."

EDITORIAL 


The  Last  Word 

Education,  children,  does  not  necessarily  exist  only  when 
coupled  with  a  report  card.  Education  is  not  a  spook  which 
rises  from  the  student's  desk  only  when  he  takes  a  test  and 
receives  his  grade.  Education  just  plain  is.  It  exists  as  much 
in  the  walk  between  two  buildings  as  in  the  book  that  is 
grudgingly  carried  on  this  walk.  It  exists  as  much  In  con- 
versation as  in  lecture--if  not  possibly  more  so.  It  exists 
in  committees  as  well  as  in  classrooms. 

Eddie  Tuttle  is  gone.  He  resigned  because  his  education 
did  not  measure  up  to  required  standards  set  by  students  who 
were  lucky  enough  to  maintain  a  so-called  respectable  level 
of    assumed   education.     He  resigned  because  of  a  number. 

Just  for  a  minute,  suppose  that  class  numbers  were  not 
the  only  numbers  necessary  to  hold  an  office  which  is 
divorced,  to  a  very  great  extent,  from  a  class.  Suppose 
that  committee  numbers  and  work  numbers  were  just  as 
importani.  Suppose  that  Eddie  had  been  graded  custo- 
marily (A,  B,  C,  etc.)  for  his  work  in  each  committee  he 
was  a  member  of  and  for  each  bit  of  work  which  he  per- 
formed. Then,  tabulating  Eddie's  GP.^,  do  you  suppose  he 
could  manage  to  hold  a  2.0?  VVho  knows?  But  it  would  be 
a  damned  sight  fairer  to  someone  in  a  position  such  as  SGA 
President  to  grade  him,  insofar  as  office  eligibility  is  con- 
cerned, on  a  combination  of  his  school,  committees  and  work. 
Grading  on  any  subject  is  an  unrealistic  approach  to  the  sub- 
ject, but  in  compliance  with  the  policy  of  this  and  other 
schools,  grade  on  everything  and  not  a  portion.  What  would 
the  results  be? 

It  can  be  definitely  stated  that  Eddie  garnered  more  "ed- 
ucation" from  his  term  of  office  thanmanyof  RCC's  students 
who  maintain  a  respectable  average  have  in  the  same  time 
span.  Therefore,  Eddie*s  education  is  richer  by  far  than  it 
was  prior  to  his  taking  the  office,  REGAIIDLESS  OF  THE 
FACT  THAT  HIS  GPA  DOESVT  SHOW  IT!  If  RCC  is  to  be 
an  educational  institution,  let  someone  in  a  high  position 
of  authority  recognize  the  fact  that  education  is  not  limited 
to  what  can  be  learned  in  C-204  or  C-209.  RCC  has  edu- 
cated Eddie,  believe  it  or  not,  and  should  be  proud  to  accept 
that  fact! 

There  are  numerous  manners  in  which  those  persons 
wishing  to  alter  the  present  situation  at  RCC  can  operate, 
both  within  and  without  the  organized  system  of  the  school. 
Eddie  has  been  forced  to  take  a  position  outside  of  the  or- 
ganized structure  of  the  college,  but  that  does  not  mean  that 
he  will  cease  to  work  for  his  hopes  and  his  ideals  for  the 
school.  Hopefully  all  students  will  see  the  need  for  parti- 
cipation within  the  school  and  will  attempt  to  take  a  part 
in  formulating  the  opinions  and  making  the  decisions  for  the 
school,  whether  within  the  organized  structure  of  the  school 
or  without. 

As  for  myself,  I  find  that  it  is  morally  impossible  for  me 
to  remain  in  my  position  any  longer.  Due  to  this,  I  am  hereby 
tendering  my  resignation  to  the  student  body  of  RCC,  ef- 
fective at  5:00  p.m.  on  Monday,  May  7.
